The New Mexico Activities Association regulates, supervises, directs and administers all inter-
school competitive activities, particularly sports activities, in public schools. The NMAA also 
controls public school academic competitions. 
 
According to the memorial, “there is little accountability on association actions, since it is ex-
empt from regulation by the public education department.”       
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
